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PREFACE 


This  bulletin  is  a revision  and  extension  of  a pamphlet 
published  in  1883  ; and  is  issued  in  response  to  frequent 
requests  for  information  in  reference  to  the  libraries  and 
apparatus  of  academies  and  academic  departments  of 
union  schools.  It  is  divided  into  three  parts. 

The  first  part,  prepared  by  Asa  O.  Gallup,  chief  clerk, 
contains  a historic  sketch  of  the  grants  made  by  the  regents 
of  the  University  for  the  purchase  of  books  and  appa- 
ratus, together  with  suggestions  relating  to  the  incorpora- 
tion of  academies,  to  the  admission  of  academic  depart- 
ments of  union  schools,  and  to  grants  from  the  academic 
fund  for  books  and  apparatus. 

The  second  part,  prepared  by  Mary  Salome  Cutler,  vice- 
director of  the  Library  School,  is  intended  as  a practical 
guide  in  the  selection  of  books  suitable  for  the  libraries  of 
academies  and  academic  departments  of  union  schools, 
including  also  literature  for  preacademic  pupils.  No  at- 
tempt is  made  to  recommend  text-books.  Those  desirous 
of  knowing  the  degrees  of  popularity  of  the  various  text- 
books in  use  should  consult  the  tables  contained  in  the 
annual  reports  of  the  LIniversity. 

The  third  part,  prepared  by  Professor  John  F.  Woodhull, 
of  New  York  city,  contains  suggestions  as  to  selection  and 
use  of  apparatus  suitable  for  teaching  the  natural  sciences  in 
academies  and  academic  departments  of  union  schools.

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PART  1 

BOOK  A>JD  APPARATUS  GRANTS 

^'Historic  sketch.— In  the  regents’  minutes  of  April  17, 
1790,  may  be  found  the  earliest  instance  of  state  aid  to 
academies.  At  this  time  a grant  of  ^750  was  made  for 
buying  books  and  apparatus.  One-half  the  purchase  was  to 
be  deposited  with  Columbia  College  and  one-eighth  with 
each  of  the  four  academies  then  existing.  As  it  was  impossi- 
ble at  this  time  to  procure  school  apparatus  in  the  United 
States,  the  custom  was  adopted  of  placing  as  a deposit  in  the 
institutions  of  the  University,  for  use  during  the  pleasure  of 
the  regents,  such  apparatus  as  their  committees  bought 
abroad.  In  1 793  ^1,500  was  appropriated  to  the  10  academies 
then  existing,  to  be  used  not  only  for  the  purchase  of  books 
and  apparatus,  but  also  for  the  support  of  additional  teachers 
and  for  the  assistance  of  poor  but  worthy  students.  This 
was  followed  by  a similar  grant  in  1794.  From  this  point 
numerous  special  grants  were  made  from  time  to  time  to 
aid  academies  in  buying  books,  maps,  globes,  surveying 
instruments  and  philosophic  apparatus.  The  regents  de- 
cided March  9,  1830,  that  under  the  revised  statutes  the 
payment  of  teachers  was  the  only  legal  disposition  which 
could  be  made  of  their  funds. 

Laws  of  1834,  chapter  140,  removed  all  restrictions  and 
made  provision  for  an  annual  apportionment  for  books  and

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apparatus.  The  second,  and  for  our  present  purpose,  the 
most  important  section  of  this  law,  reads  as  follows  ; 

“ § 2.  Any  portion  of  the  excess  of  the  literature  fund 
over  the  sum  of  $12,000  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  re- 
gents, be  assigned  to  any  academy  or  school  subject  to  their 
visitation,  and  subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  they 
may  prescribe,  for  the  purchase  of  text-books,  maps  and 
globes,  or  philosophical  or  chemical  apparatus  ; such  sum 
shall  not  exceed  $250  in  any  one  year.  But  no  part  of  the 
said  excess  shall  be  actually  paid  over,  unless  the  trustees  of 
the  academy  or  school  to  which  it  is  to  be  appropriated  shall 
raise  and  apply  an  equal  sum  of  money  to  the  same  object.” 

On  March  15,  1839,  the  regents  resolved  that  contribu- 
tions raised  by  trustees  to  obtain  a grant  for  books  and 
apparatus  must  be  made  in  actual  money.  In  the  following 
June  it  was  resolved  that  these  grants  could  be  made  only 
to  such  academies  as  had  at  the  time  of  making  their  pre- 
ceding report,  library  and  apparatus  each  to  the  value  of 
$150.  If  the  applications  exceeded  the  appropriation,  pref- 
erence was  given  to  academies  which  had  received  least  for 
these  purposes.  It  was  later  resolved  that  grants  for  books 
and  apparatus  could  not  be  used  to  buy  specimens  in 
geology  or  mineralogy ; that  failure  to  report  the  use  to 
which  the  grant  was  put  would  lead  to  a suspension  of  pay- 
ment, and,  still  later,  that  even  the  annual  apportionment 
would  be  withheld  in  such  a case. 

Laws  of  1851,  chapter  536,  fixed  at  $3,000  annually  on  the 
same  terms  the  amount  which  by  the  laws  of  1834,  as 
quoted  above,  had  been  left  indefinite.  In  1884  the  legis- 
lature increased  this  amount  by  granting  in  the  supply  bill 
an  additional  $3,000  from  the  revenues  of  the  United  States 
deposit  fund.  The  ordinances  adopted  July  9,  1884,  pro- 
vided that  the  standard  of  admission  must  be  maintained, 
viz.:  library  and  apparatus  each  to  the  value  of  $500  ; the 
rights  of  academies  and  academic  departments  should  be 
equal  ; a sum  equal  to  the  amount  asked  must  be  raised  and 
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paid  to  the  treasurers  in  actual  cash  and  set  apart  for  this 
purpose,  and  no  institution  could  receive  grants  for  two  years 
in  succession  for  more  than  $150  at  a time. 

Laws  of  1889,  chapter  529,  revised  and  consolidated  the 
laws  relating  to  the  University  of  the  State  of  New  York. 
Regents’  Bulletin  No,  i,  published  in  June,  1890,  contains 
this  revision  and  consolidation,  including  the  legislation  of 
1890  and  the  new  code  of  ordinances  adopted  by  the 
regents  March  13,  1890.  In  accordance  therewith  the 
standard  for  incorporation  of  academies  and  for  admission 
to  the  University  of  academic  departments  of  union  schools 
requires  “suitable  library  and  apparatus”  but  does  not 
prescribe  a minimum  value  for  either.  No  limit  is  made 
as  to  the  amount  which  may  be  granted  to  any  of  these 
institutions  of  the  University  for  the  purchase  of  books  and 
apparatus,  but  to  share  in  the  apportionment,  the  regents 
must  be  satisfied  that  they  have  suitable  library  and  appa- 
ratus, and  that  proper  provision  is  made  for  instruction  of 
academic  grade. 

The  amounts  apportioned  by  the  regents  for  these  pur- 
poses since  1835,  and  for  which  equal  amounts  were  raised 
by  the  trustees,  are  here  given  :

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Suggestions. — Persons  wishing  particulars  relative  to 
incorporation  and  admission  to  the  University,  and  to  grants 
for  buying  books  and  apparatus  should  consult  the  latest 
revised  edition  of  the  laws,  ordinances  and  forms,  which  at

— For  the  convenience  of  those  seek- 
ing to  obtain  grants  for  the  purchase  of  books  and  apparatus, 
the  form  of  application  is  printed  below,  also  the  special 
forms  for  the  annual  report  of  books  and  apparatus  bought 
during  the  year.  For  further  information  reference  is  made 
to  the  latest  revised  edition  of  the  laws,  ordinances  and 
forms.

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PART  2 

SCHOOL  LIBRARIES 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  University  to  furnish  in  this  bulletin 
suggestions  which  may  tend  to  elevate  the  libraries  of  acad- 
emies and  academic  departments  of  union  schools  to  the 
position  which  they  should  occupy  in  our  educational  system. 

The  material  for  this  purpose  has  been  gleaned  from 
many  sources.  The  excellent  paper  on  Acade77iy  libraries, 
prepared  by  Prof.  J.  H.  Gilmore  in  1883,  has  been  of  great 
service.  John  F.  Sargent’s  Reading  for  the  yo7ing,  has  been 
consulted  carefully  and  has  been  quite  closely  followed  in 
many  of  the  notes  on  juvenile  literature.  Adam’s  Manual  of 
historic  literature,  Leypoldt’s  Gtiide  to  the  purchase  of 
books,  Mary  E.  Burt’s  Literary  land77tarks,  the  catalogue 
of  the  Osterhout  library  and  various  school  library  catalogues 
have  afforded  great  assistance  in  the  preparation  of  the  work. 

Three  purposes  of  school  libraries.— The  school  library  has 
three  closely  related  purposes  : 

I.  To  furnish  healthful  rccreatio7i  to  students  and  to  the 
entire  community  In  which  the  school  is  situated.  The  best 
way  to  crowd  out  the  trash  so  freely  offered  to  the  pupils  in 
our  schools  is  to  furnish  them  with  books  which  are  thor- 
oughly interesting,  yet  devoid  of  all  immoral  tendencies  and 
unhealthful  suggestions.  Innocent  amusement  is  one  of  the 
legitimate  objects  for  the  existence  of  a school  library.  In 
proportion  as  it  attains  this  end,  it  is  likely  to  become  a 
blessing  to  the  pupils,  enlisting  the  sympathies  and  securing 
the  benefactions  of  the  whole  community,  and  ultimately 
developing  into  the  village  or  town  library, — with  more  and 
better  books  of  reference  and  material  for  wider  courses  of 
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reading  than,  as  a mere  school  library,  it  could  ordinarily 
command. 

2.  To  furnish  teachers  and  pupils  with  such  books  of  refer- 
ence as  are  needed  to  explain  or  illustrate  the  studies  pur- 
sued in  the  school. 

3.  To  facilitate  an  extension  of  the  regular  course  of  study 
by  furnishing  material  for  judicious  courses  of  reading.  A 
well-selected  library  will  give  abundant  opportunities  for 
most  attractive  and  helpful  work. 

Suggestions  with  reference  to  book-buying. — There  never 
has  been  a time  when  a little  money  judiciously  expended 
would  go  so  far  in  the  purchase  of  a good  working  library 
as  in  this  era  of  cheap  editions,  instructive  compends  and 
labor-saving  appliances.  On  the  other  hand  so  many  are 
the  books  now  thrust  upon  us  and  so  various  are  their  de- 
grees of  excellence,  that  we  may  expend  considerable  money 
and  still  have  little  of  substantial  value  to  show  for  it. 

It  is  believed  that  attention  to  the  followings  sugrgrestions 
will  lead  to  the  avoidance  of  mistakes  commonly  made  in 
the  selection  of  books  for  school  libraries ; 

1.  Buy  no  book  unless  by  personal  acquaintance  or  com- 
petent and  trustworthy  testimony,  you  kjiow  that  it  is  worth 
adding  to  your  school  library.  A favorable  book  notice 
does  not  always  afford  such  testimony.  Some  of  these 
notices  are  furnished  by  the  publishers ; some  are  written 
to  reciprocate  advertising  favors ; others,  though  not  in- 
spired by  cupidity,  are  dictated  by  ignorance. 

2.  Do  not  feel  that  you  must  buy  complete  sets  of  an 
author.  Remember  that  an  incomplete  set  may  be  com- 
pleted as  opportunity  arises  or  occasion  requires.  More- 
over, many  works  of  standard  authors  contain  objectionable 
features  which  render  them  unsuitable  for  school  libraries, 
e.  g,  children  should  read  Bulwer’s  Lasi  days  of  Pompeii, 
Harold  and  Last  of  the  barons ; some  other  works  of  the 
same  author  should  not  be  placed  in  their  hands. 

3.  Buy  books  suitable  for  each  grade  in  your  school. 
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The  foundation  of  a taste  for  good  reading  should  be  laid 
in  the  lower  grades.  Failure  to  recognize  this  fact  is  the 
commonest  error  in  the  selection  of  books  for  school 
libraries.  Books  for  young  pupils  should  be  inspiriting 
and  ennobling,  but  th^y  vnisf  he  interesting.  No  amount 
of  excellence  in  other  directions  will  compensate  for  dull 
books. 

4.  Buy  books  which  are  plainly  but  substantially  bound. 
Good  cloth  bindings  will  last  for  years,  and  when  worn  can 
be  rebound  in  half-leather  for  less  than  the  difference  in 
price  at  the  book-stores  between  the  cloth-bound  copy  and 
the  leather-bound  copy.  Attractive  illustrations  are  desir- 
able in  books  for  very  young  readers,  if  not  adding  too 
much  to  the  cost. 

5.  Look  out  for  American  editions  of  English  books. 
If  the  book  is  really  valuable,  such  editions  are  pretty  sure 
to  come  out  at  an  early  day  and  at  a greatly  reduced  price. 

6.  Look  out  for  second-hand  copies  of  costly  works,  but 
do  not  trust  too  much  to  the  second-hand  dealer.  His 
wares  are  often  defective.  Before  buying,  inspect  them 
yourself,  or  get  a friend  to  do  so  for  you. 

7.  Do  not  buy  of  a book  peddler.  In  nine  cases  out  of 
ten  you  can  find  better  and  cheaper  books  at  the  stores. 

8.  Buy  of  a reputable  dealer,  but  do  not  surrender  your 
judgment  to  his.  There  are  few  persons  more  ignorant  of 
the  inside  of  books  than  the  average  bookseller.  More- 
over, he  is  under  constant  temptation  to  work  off  dead 
stock  or  books  on  which  he  will  realize  a large  profit. 
Know  what  you  want  when  you  go  to  a book-store.  Know 
the  retail  price  and  understand  that,  if  you  are  buying 
books  for  a school,  any  bookseller  should  give  you  20 
per  cent  discount  from  the  retail  price  on  small  purchases  ; 
and  that  if  you  are  buying  for  cash  $100  worth  of  books,  a 
discount  of  25  per  cent  is  none  too  liberal 

General  suggestions. — The  principal  object  of  the  state  in 
encouraging  academies  and  academic  departments  of  union 
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schools  to  establish  and  maintain  libraries  is  to  render  them 
better  educational  institutions.  Among  all  the  accessories 
of  these  schools,  there  is  nothing  which  is  of  greater  import- 
ance than  their  libraries  ; and  yet  “ the  libraries  of  most  of 
our  secondary  schools  are  disappointments  if  nothing 
worse.” 

The  books  for  a school  library  should  be  selected  with  ref- 
erence to  the  help  they  will  afford  teachers  and  pupils  in  the 
work  of  education.  The  books  of  general  literature,  de- 
signed for  general  reading,  should  be  chosen  with  special 
regard  to  the  age  and  opportunities  of  the  pupils.  Teach- 
ers should  spare  no  pains  in  their  endeavors  to  cultivate  a 
taste  for  good  reading.  They  should  remember  that  the 
foundation  should  be  laid  in  the  lower  grades,  and  that  the 
library  should  contain  reading  matter  for  these  grades  in  all 
schools  having  preacademic  pupils.  To  this  end  they  should 
be  familiar  with  the  best  books  for  the  young,  and  should 
realize  that  it  is  a most  important  duty  to  direct  the  private 
reading  of  their  pupils.  It  is  an  excellent  plan  to  place  in 
a conspicuous  position  in  each  class-room  a catalogue  of  the 
books  in  the  school  library  suitable  for  each  grade.  In 
large  school  libraries  the  pupils  may  be  called  to  aid  the 
librarian,  and  specific  instruction  can  be  given  them  in  this 
direction  to  make  them  efficient  in  answering  the  numerous 
questions  asked  of  librarians.  The  books  of  reference  and 
text-books  should  be  provided  which  are  best  calculated  to 
facilitate  and  add  interest  to  the  pursuit  of  each  subject  of 
study.  Teachers  should  encourage  the  habit  of  consulting 
constantly  other  works  on  each  subject  besides  the  text-book 
actually  in  use.  It  is  not  sufficient  merely  to  provide  a 
given  number  of  books  and  arrange  them  on  the  shelves  of 
a library ; the  chief  aim  should  be  to  provide  suitable  books, 
and  then  to  guide  the  pupils  in  their  proper  and  profitable 
use. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  cooperation  of  principals  and  teach- 
ers will  do  much  by  way  of  increasing  the  value  of  the  next 
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edition  of  these  suggestions  relative  to  the  selection  of 
books  for  the  libraries  of  academies  and  academic  depart- 
ments of  union  schools.

The  value  of  apparatus  depends  upon  the  use  that  is 
made  of  it.  In  its  proper  use  lie  the  only  correct  methods 
of  teaching  science,  and  in  its  abuse  lie  some  of  the  worst 
methods. 

The  following  pieces  of  apparatus  are  recommended  with 
the  belief  that  they  are  capable  of  serving  a good  purpose, 
and  with  the  hope  that  they  will  be  made  to  obstruct  the 
progress  of  good  education  as  little  as  possible. 

A frequent  study  of  the  catalogues  of  the  apparatus 
dealers  and  a tour  of  inspection  to  their  warerooms,  is  a 
means  of  education  of  which  every  teacher  of  science 
ought  to  avail  himself. 

The  first  items,  therefore,  which  are  to  be  recommended  in

These  (12,  13,  14)  serve  very  well  the  purpose  of  air-pump,  condenser 
and  transferer  ; the  piston  and  valves  are  of  the  same  quality  as  are  used 
in  the  more  expensive  machines.  As  a suggestion  of  how  the  apparatus 
is  operated,  the  following  is  given  : In  the  mouth  of  a bottle  which  may  be 
used  as  a receiver,  put  a rubber  stopper  with  a hole  through  it ; into  this 
hole  put  a piece  of  glass  tubing,  and  attach  one  end  of  the  rubber  tube  to 
this  glass  tube,  thrust  the  other  end  of  the  rubber  tube  over  the  shorter 
nozzle  of  the  air-pump  ; a few  strokes  of  the  piston  will  remove  most  of 
the  air  from  the  bottle.  The  pinchcock  is  for  use  upon  the  rubber  tube 
when  desired.  By  using  bottles  adapted  to  each  case,  all  the  necessary 
experiments  with  rarefied  air  may  be  performed.  By  attaching  the  rubber 
tubing  to  the  longer  nozzle  of  the  pump,  air  may  be  condensed  into  the 
bottle.  By  means  of  the  screw  at  the  end  of  the  cylinder,  the  apparatus 
may  be  fastened  to  a block  or  table  when  desired.  A very  convenient 
way,  however,  is  to  lay  it  upon  the  table  and  hold  it  firmly  with  the  left 
hand  while  operating  the  piston  with  the  right  hand.  An  air-pump  should 
never  be  used  violently.  It  is  a very  simple  matter  to  unscrew  the  parts 
of  this  machine  and  examine  the  valves  and  the  piston,  and  it  should  be 
done  for  every  class  in  order  that  there  should  be  no  mystery  about  it. 
The  students  should  learn  how  delicate  the  valves  are  and  how  to  put  on 
new  ones  when  needed.  Oiled  silk  for  that  purpose  can  be  obtained  at  any 
drug  store.  Those  who  prefer  a conventional  air-pump  will  find  the  fol- 
lowing a good  one.  A bell  jar  is  needed  with  it.

Some  familiar  household  objects,  such  as  tumblers,  lamp  chimneys,  tin 
cups,  porcelain  plates,  a hammer,  a screw-driver,  a brad  awl,  etc.,  are 
among  the  most  useful  articles  for  the  laboratory.  A list  of  chemicals 
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need  not  be  given  here.  AVith  the  aid  of  Eimer  & Amend’s  chemical 
catalogue  and  the  text-book  in  use,  a teacher  can  do  it  more  wisely  for 
himself.  It  may  be  suggested  that  only  small  quantities  are  needed,  and 
very  seldom  is  it  necessary  to  buy  those  which  are  designated  c.  p,  The 
chemicals  form  a very  small  item  in  the  bill  of  expense. 

Collections  of  minerals  can  be  procured  from  various  sources.  The 
writer  has  bought  with  great  satisfaction  collections  from  W.  O.  Crosby, 
Boston  Society  of  Natural  History:  also  the  collections  used  by  the  Agas- 
siz Association,  and  furnished  by  Gustave  Guttenberg  of  the  Central  High 
School,  Pittsburgh,  Pa.;  Ward’s  Natural  Science  Establishment  of  Roches- 
ter, N.  Y. , will  also  furnish  good  specimens. 

Globes,  maps,  charts,  cabinets  of  weights  and  measures,  dissected  cubes, 
compasses,  triangles,  T squares,  dissected  cones,  etc.,  may  be  made  very 
useful. 

Finally,  nature  and  home  talent  should  be  allowed  to  contribute  largely 
to  the  equipment  of  every  school.  That  teaching  which  does  not  inspire 
some  of  the  pupils  to  prepare  skeletons,  stuff  birds,  make  collections  of  in- 
sects and  plants,  convert  familiar  objects  into  physical  apparatus,  and  see 
the  illustrations  of  scientific  principles  in  daily  phenomena,  is  wanting  in 
the  right  spirit,  and  it  is  probable  that  a set  of  apparatus  will  fail  to  accom- 
plish any  good  in  such  a school.  When  a teacher,  caring  nothing  for 
apparatus  himself,  allows  the  pupils,  unguided,  to  experiment  upon  it,  to  no 
better  purpose  than  the  acquisition  of  careless  habits  and  the  destruction 
of  the  apparatus,  the  first  thing  to  be  recommended  is  a better  teacher.

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Grants  for  buying  books  and  apparatus 

[Academic  fund  ordinances  4-8,  Regents'  bulletin  no.  i,  p.  56] 

4.  To  obtain  a grant  for  buying  books  and  apparatus,  an 
academy  must  certify  that  its  treasurer  holds  a sum  equal 
to  that  applied  for,  raised  expressly  for  this  purpose  from 
sources  independent  of  its  own  corporate  property.  Aca- 
demic  departments  of  union  schools  may  raise  the  money 
by  tax.  Contributions  must  be  in  money  and  not  in  books 
or  apparatus. 

5.  All  applications  shall  distinctly  specify  the  character 
or  give  definite  lists  of  the  books  and  apparatus  to  be 
bought.  Standard  books  for  reading  and  reference  and 
suitable  apparatus  (including  globes,  maps  and  charts,  and 
scientific  collections)  for  use  in  academic  instruction  may 
be  included,  but  not  periodicals,  musical  instruments  nor 
chemical  nor  other  perishable  supplies. 

6.  The  money  raised  by  the  academy  may  be  expended 
as  soon  as  its  application  has  been  accepted  and  its  list 
approved  by  the  regents’  office. 

7.  The  academy’s  next  annual  report  to  the  regents  shall 
give  a priced  list  of  all  books  and  apparatus  bought  during 
the  year,  and  no  academy  shall  receive  any  grant  from  the 
regents  till  all  reports  required  of  it  have  been  filed. 

8.  Every  grant  for  books  and  apparatus  shall  be  made 
on  condition  that  in  case  the  school  is  closed  or  falls  below 
the  standard  of  admission  and  is  dropped  from  the  roll  of 
the  University,  then  the  books  and  apparatus  bought  with 
the  grants  from  the  regents  and  with  the  equal  amount 
raised  by  the  school  shall  be  returned  to  the  University  to 
be  distributed  to  other  schools ; or,  at  the  option  of  the 
school,  it  may  return  instead  of  the  books  and  apparatus 
the  total  amount  of  money  received  from  the  regents  for 
books  and  apparatus. 


Loans  from  the  New  York  State  Library  outside  Albany 


Since  the  state  library,  founded  for  the  benefit  of  the 
whole  state,  contains  many  books  not  readily  accessible  in 
other  parts  of  the  state  and  not  so  much  used  at  Albany  as 
to  make  their  brief  absence  from  the  shelves  a serious  con- 
sideration, and  many  professors,  teachers  and  others  con- 
nected with  the  institutions  of  the  University  would  find  it 
of  great  advantage  to  have  access  to  these  books  without  in- 
curring the  serious  expense  and  loss  of  time  for  the  journey 
to  Albany  now  necessary  ; and  since  the  library  by  the  new 
law  is  an  integral  part  of  the  University,  and  ought  so  far  as 
practicable  to  supplement  the  individual  libraries  of  all  the 
institutions  as  their  University  library,  it  has  therefore  been 
decided  to  lend  books  from  the  state  library  to  institutions 
belonging  to  the  University  or  to  their  officers  or  accredited 
representatives  for  temporary  use  outside  Albany,  provided: 

1.  That  such  precautions  be  taken,  in  packing,  as  to 
guard  against  any  probability  of  injury  in  transportation. 

2.  That  the  state  library  shall  not  pay  postage  or  express 
either  way. 

3.  That  borrowers  at  a distance  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
retain  books  as  long  a time  as  is  allowed  borrowers  in 
Albany,  where  the  books  can  be  sent  for  if  specially  needed 
by  the  library,  but  shall  return  the  books  at  the  earliest 
practicable  day  after  the  temporary  use  for  which  they  were 
lent. 

4.  That  no  book  shall  be  lent  except  on  condition  that  it 
shall  be  returned  within  24  hours  after  notice  is  received 
from  the  library  that  the  claims  of  other  users  require  its 
recall. 

5.  That  this  permission  shall  not  be  construed  as  giving 
borrowers  at  a distance  any  claim  on  books,  which,  from 
their  cheapness,  or  wide  distribution,  can  easily  be  obtained 
nearer  home,  nor  on  books  which  because  of  cost,  rarity  or 
constant  use  in  the  state  library  cannot  properly  be  allowed 
to  leave  it  even  temporarily. 

6.  That  any  rules  necessary  to  protect  the  state  library 
against  loss,  injury  or  inconvenience  to  readers  may  be  en- 
forced, and  that  any>borrower  refusing  or  neglecting  to  con- 
form to  any  of  these  rules  or  failing  to  return  promptly  and 
in  good  order  any  book  lent,  shall  forfeit  all  privileges  in 
the  state  library.
